TN THE DRAWINGS 

The proposed drawing correction filed on February 12, 2002 has been approved. 

However, the office action asserts that the figures are improperly crosshatched. The office action 
states: "All of the parts shown in the section, and only those parts, must be crosshatched." 
Applicant assumes the office action is raising an objection to the drawings. Applicant 
respectfully submits that the drawings are not "sections." The specification identifies each of the 
figures as either a top view or a side view. Therefore, the drawings do not include "sections," so 
it is not necessary to Crosshatch the drawings. Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the 
objection to the drawings. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 C.F.R. 1 83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims according to the office action. Therefore, the case
